WASHINGTON-Part of the Kennedy for­ 
tune was acquired after prohib ition when Joe 
Kennedy got the exclusiv e agency for import­ 
ing Haig and Haig scotch. W'hen Rev . .Alb ert 
Shirkey 
of 
the 
Mount 
Vernon 
Methodist 
Church in Washington preached a sermon 
against the use of a b ar at White House 
receptions, howev er. President Kennedy drop­ 
ped the b ar immediately. 
This focuses attention on the use of liquor 
in gov ernment b uildings, which generally is 
against the law. 
Calv in Coolidge serv ed plain, cold water 
from a water cooler, with paper cups, at 
White House receptions. That was in prohib i­ 
tion days. Herb ert Hoov er serv ed coffee, tea. 
and soft drinks. Roosev elt, the first president 
after prohib ition, serv ed b eer and light wines, 
nev er cocktails or hard liquor at official par­ 
ties 
When you dined with him priv ately, 
you could go up to hi.s study first where he 
would mix you a cocktail himself — b efore 
dinner. 
Harry Truman was famous for his b ourb on 
and b ranch water, and Eisenhower .serv ed 
California wines, sent him free b y the Cali­ 
fornia wine growers, together with hard liquor 
at official parties. But he did not .serv e them 
at a b ar. 
In the District of Columb ia it’s against the 
law to stand up and drink at a b ar. 
The . 
drink has to b e carried from the b ar and 
put down at a tab le. Therefore. Kennedy may 
hav e b een in v iolation of the law b efore Rev . 
Shirkey called him on his b ar in the White 
House. Joe Kennedy, incidentally, has sold his 
Interest in Haig and Haig, and the president 
does not get his liquor free. 
Co ca -Co la Is Pro blem To o 


President Kennedy, howev er, was nowhere 
near as much in v iolation of the law as his 
hard-working, succinct secretary of defense. 
Rob ert McNamara, w'hen the latter .serv ed 
drinks in the Pentagon at that famous pre.ss 
conference ov er the missile gap. McNamara, 
an elder in the Presb yterian Church, adopted 
the Madison .Av enue technique of mixing 
drinks and news. 
Newsmen in this ca se did not get their news 
mi.xed up with their facts. But the new sec­ 
retary of defense should note Sec. 100 1 of 
the General Serv ices rules and regulation.s 
for pub lic b uildings which states: “Consump­ 
tion of such liquor or drugs within a pub lic 
b uilding is prohib ited.” 
This does not apply to the White Hou.se 
which is under the National f^ark Serv ice, 
or to the Supreme Court and the Senate and 
House which are a law unto themselv es. 
Drinking is. howev er, against the law spe­ 
cifically adopted b y the House and Senate 
for their own b uildings: yet the liquor flows 
freely at Senate parties in the old Supreme 
Court chamb er, now taken ov er b y the Senate. 
Note—Kennedy has troub le whichev er way

he turn.s on the drink question. 
When he 
serv ed Coca-Cola recently he got an official 
protest from John J. McBurney, representing 
Brewery and Bev erage Driv ers Local 67. Mc­

union. Coca-Cola had an “ in” with Eisenhower 
er through his close friendship with Coca- 
Cola pre.sidcnt Bill Rob inson. The Coca-Cola 
“in” .seems to b e continuing through Morton 
Downey s friendship with the Kennedy family. 
Poor Pepsi! 
So v iet a nd Sno w Remo v a l 
President Kennedy has .suggested that the 
LSA and the USSR concentrate for a change 
on noting some of the good things aliout each 
other instead of the b ad. In this light, mem­ 
b ers of the Univ ersity Club , neighb ors of the 
Russian emb assy, noted during the recent 
snowstorm that the emb assy was the only 
b uilding in the b lock which had its sidewalk 
.shov eled. 
While capitalistic Univ ersity Club 
memb ers waded through the snow. Sov iet 
shov elers were out getting their sidewalk com­ 
pletely clean, b oth early and late. 
Perhaps if the District of Columb ia took a 
leaf out of the Russian noteb ook. Uncle Sam 
could hav e sav ed around $13.000.000 during 
recent weeks. It cost the gov ernment 3 mil­ 
lion dollars ev ery day gov ernment workcis 
were let off for a half-day to av oid the snow; 
and the total lo.ss lor the snow sea.son has 
b een $13.000,000. 
One-tenth of this would hav e b ought enough 
snow shov els to hav e kept the streets of the 
nation s capital a s the Sov iet emb as.sy side­ 
walk. 
At pre.sent. Washington owns only 100 snow 
plows, has to hire % additional from priv ate 
concerns during emergencies. The plows were 
b ought b eginning in 1930. all are ab out worn 
out.

Kennedy has a doub le load on 
his b ack—and mayl)c a v ery sub ­ 
tle third one—in trying to con­ 
v ince Congress that not only ac­ 
tion hut urgent action i.s needed 
to pull the economy out of it.s 
.spin 
One of his handicap.s, ob v iou.s 
from the b eginning, is the narrow 
margin of hi.s election v ictory. .A 
second is the conserv ativ e nature 
of Congress and its traditional. 
almo.st lazy, slow way of doing 
b usiness except in deep emer­ 
gency. 
The fact that he is now in a 
[xisition ot trying to lead a group 
of men—the memb ers of Congress 
—among whom he was just one 
of many not long ago may with­ 
out its b eing realized handicap 
him in getting what he wants. 
At 43 Kennedy looks younger. 
He always looked younger than 
hi.s age from the time in 1947 he 
first came to Congrc.ss and one 
lob b yist addressed him as it he 
were a b oy. 
But b ehind him Kennedy has 14 
years in Congress. In that time, 
howev er, he was not in a po.sition 
of leadership except when acting 
as captain tor .some piece of leg­ 
islation or as chairman of a com­ 
mittee. 
In the main he was, like the 
other 436 memb ers of the House 
and the 99 memb ers of the Sen­ 
ate. just one among many where 
the v oices of some of those around 
him. the older men, had more 
weight than his. 
Now in a v ery real sense he is 
captain of all of them b ut still, 
b ecause of the .separation of pow- 
er.s b etween the presidency and 
Congress, unab le to giv e orders. 
His main in.struments are the 
prestige of his office and his {low­ 
ers of jicrsuasion. It would seem 
natural if .some ot the older mcm- 
b er.s of Congress would b e less 
receptiv e to his urgings than if 
he were closer to their age. 
This in the end may b e ju.st a 
minor factor, if it is a factor at 
all, in the prob lcm.s he faces with 
Congress. 
His extraordinarily narrow m ar­ 
gin of v ictory in the pre.sidcntial 
race, as has b een pointed out b e­ 
fore. does not carry the same 
ov erwhelming 
{lersuasiv enes.s 
a 
landslide v ictory would hav e giv ­ 
en him starting out 
But Congress, and this goes for 
mcmb cis 
of 
b oth 
partie.s, 
for 


years has b een u.scd to rocking 
along without any feeling, as Ken­ 
nedy put it, that time and tide 
were running against us. 
There is a certain prov incialism 
in the Hou.se — more, perhaps, 
than in the Senate — where the 
memb ers, lacing election ev ery 
two years, are apt to think more 
in term.s of the needs of their 
own district than the one 100 miles 
away. 
Ev en though the unemployment 
figures are climb ing toward six 
million — not a pretty sficctacle 
tor a nation competing with world 
communism — Kennedy has a 
prob lem making v iv id to a House 
memb er from a wcll-ied district 
the shattering necessities of peo­ 
ple from a depre.ssed, unemployed 
and hungry area. 
During an election camfiaign

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In 3 large Midwestern city a 
pub lic hearing was held in city 
council chamb ers in connection 
With the estab lishment of an im­ 
portant new v iaduct as a limit­ 
ed access project The newspa{)er 
.story on the hearing said it was 
“just a formality since it had al­ 
ready b een determined that the 
v iaduct would b e limited access.” 
But there was more to it than 
thi.s. Actually the hearing legal­ 
ly cleared the way for the city 
to apfiropriate nearly a score of 
propcrtie.s required (or the pro­ 
ject right of way 
At the time, 
the city was negotiating for four 
v aluab le railroad pio{)crties that 
were necessary to the project. 
As of that moment the city 
and railroads were nearly $1,000- 
000 apart on a price for these 
properties. If negotiations did not 
lead to agreement the hearing 
made it fiossib le for the city to 
proceed to condemn the proper­ 
ties. In time, howev er, the prob ­ 
lem was solv ed and the city got 
the necessary properties without 
condemnation. 
Pub lic 
hearings on proposed 
b udgets, the letting of contracts 
and other meetings concerning 
pub lic b usiness are often poorly 
attended or get little attention. 
But this the fault of the pub ­ 
lic and not of the law. 
A.s with {Hib lic noficcs, or legal 
adv ertising, 
such 
hcaring.s are 
part of due process. Both are 
important to the pub lic as wtU 
as to the parties immediately 
concerned. Their use, as required 
b y law. is a m atter of protecting 
pub lic or indiv idual right, or b oth.

Alter Cliiireh 
La ng ua g e To 
Help Peo ple

One day last spring Pope John 
XXIII m ade a lenten visit to the 
Chu rch of Ou r Lady of Help in 
Rome. He knelt throu gh a half 
hou r of prayers—all in Latin — 
then rose and m ade an epcKhal 
pronou ncement 
Henceforth, 
said

who.se breaks with tradition have 
become 
commonplace, 
“efforts 
will be m ade to m ake more wide­ 
spread the u se of the langu age 
of the people in pu blic religiou s

Thu s emboldened, the chu rch 
has been vigorou sly setting abou t 
removing what one prominent lit- 
u rgist, the Rev, John LaFarge, 
S.J.. de.scribes as “a barrier be­ 
tween 
the 
san ctu ary 
and 
the 
n ave.” 
Bu t the highly ritu alistic Roman 
Catholic Chu rch is not the only 
one concerned with this so-called 
langu age barrier. 
A United Lu theran Chu rch pas­ 
tor, for example, describes the 
Elizabethan English of his wor­ 
ship service as “ a combination of 
m yth and m u m ble” which m any 
reject as u nintelligible. 
The Rev. Henry E, Horn, pas­ 
tor of University Lu theran chu rch 
in Cam bridge. M ass., complains 
the archaic English words of his 
denom ination’s litu rgy are "m u sty 
with age and poetic beau ty, bu t 
lacking in reality to ou r people.” 
A fellow chu rchm an, the Rev. 
K rister Stendahl, a professor of 
New Testam en t at H arvard Divin­ 
ity school, said he also is con­ 
cerned with “ the coldness of Lu ­ 
theran worship.” 
Father L aFarge echoed essen­ 
tially the sam e sentim ents abou t 
the u se of Latin, which few Cath­ 
olics read or u nderstand.
